Captured Near Trinidad. 
The Moewe, it is said, was taken by 
the British cruiser to the Island of 
Trinidad. 
The American steamer Santa Bar- 
bara has arrived at Montivideo. Her 
captain in making the announcement 
said that a French cruiser which put I 
out from Dakar on the west coast of 
Africa, encountered a German raider 
(name not given) and opened fire on 
her. 
under cover of darkness the 
German ship 
got away. 
She was, 
however, 
damaged 
on ' her 
upper 
works by the French fire. 
There is some doubt, however, as to 
the identity of the German vessel re- 
ported to have been captured. 
An- 
other version of the account is that 
the vessel in question is the German 
cruiser Roon, 


Was Captor of Appam, 
The Moewe first came into promi- 
nence w<th the arrival at Hampton 
Roads several weeks ago of the Brit- 
ibh steamship Appam, in charge of a 
German prize crew. 
She brought word of a mysterious 
German commerce raider, the >Toewe, 
which was roaming the seas and cap- 
tured and sank seven British mer- 
chantmen and admiralty transports in 
addition to capturing the Appam.

Harper, state health officer, has been 
sent T.C Milwaukee to investigate the 
typhoid situation in that city. This 
action was taken as the result of a 
conference with Gov.

The reason for making the 
investigation is prompted by the fact 
that so many people of the state visit 
•Milwaukee. The governor said that 
all that could be done at present 
would .be to investigate, what action 
will be taken on the findings will be 
determined upon after • Gov.

Landmarks of the Birth 
of 
Chris- 


tianity Theatres During 


the Present War. 


[BT AO8OCIATED PRESS.] 


London, March 2.—The care of the 
holy (places brought on the .Crimean 
war, with the siege of Sebastopal, the 
battle of Inkerman and the Charge 
of the Light Brigade, just as the care 
of these holy places, so called, had 
before that convulsed all Europe wit-h 
the three crusades, and yet the care 
of these same holy places—the Holy 
Sepulcher at Jerusalem, the place of 
the Nativity at Bethlehem, and the 
countless other landmarks off 
the 
birth of Christianity—are 
changing 
hand as an incident of the present 
war, and almost imperceptibly because 
of the noise of conflict in so many 
theatres of warfare. 


One report is that a militarv shoot- 
ing range has been set up on Mount 
Calvary, the site above all others ven- 
erated by the Christian world as the 
place of the crucifixion. But inquiry 
establishes that if this rifle range ex- 
ists it Is at the Gordon Calvary, so 
called, after General Gordon of Khar- 
tum fame, who designated it as what 
be believed to be the real Bite, though 
It is not the Calvary commonly ac- 
cepted by tradition, venerated 
and 
guarded by pilgrims and the church 
and contended for by European na- 
tions. The Gordon Calvary is in the 
.outskirts of Jerusalem, some distance 
from the traditional site of the Holy 
Sepulcher. 


From a military standpoint, all at- 
tention to the German-Turkish mili- 
tary operations in Byria has been ab- 
sorbed in the slow approach south- 
ward toward . Egypt and the 
Suez 
Canal, that rich prize supposed to be 
the link between Europe and 
the 
Orient But while this main military 
object has teen going on, it has in- 
volved at the same time the steady 
occupation of the entire Holy Land as 
part of the field of preparation and 
advance, with military forces in con- 
trol at Jerusalem, Bethlehem, Naza- 
reth and throughout the region of the 
holy places, and the French, Italian, 
English and other custodians of these 
sites, expelled or interned. 
Seven of 
the Italian custodians at Bethlehem— 
the site of the Nativity—have recently 
been interned by the military author- 
ities, and their place is to be taken by 
Austrian custodians. 
The sweep of this German-Turkish 
movement through the Holy Land is 
shown by the fact that the military 
railway, on which approach to Egypt 
depends, is believed to be constructed 
to the desert outskirts of Beersheba. 
This is the same town referred to in 
holy writ, and which created the Bibli- 
cal phrase " from Dan to Beersheba," 
as it is the uttermost limit of the Holy 
Land, where it merges into the desert 
leading to Egypt. Is is this biblical 
point, Beersheba, which is expected to 
be the military base, to which" the rail- 
way will bring down supplies from the 
north, 1'or the advance across the des- 
ert, should "the attack on Egypt ever 
be carried out as it has been loudly 
'.heralded. ,So. that Beersheba today is 
•performing the same function as in 
biblical days—the last outpost before 
entering the desert, 160 miles across, 
with an oce^i of white sand and al- 
most no water holes—none adequate 
for the watering of a great army. The 
only cavalry here must bed such as is 
mounted on camels, with the dazzling 
white sand as deadly to the eyes and 
.throats of beasts and riders as poison 
gas is to the men on the firing line. 
, Cardinal Bourne in the course of a 
talk with the Associated Press men- 
tioned the solicitude felt for these 
sacred shrines and the gradual way 
their care was changing hands. 
He 
pointed out, however, that the Sultan 
of Turkey had in past years given guar- 
antees for the continued Christian pro- 
tection to the shrines, and while the 
nationality of this care might change 
the cardinal felt that it would still be 
Christian. For specific inquiries on 
the holy places, the cardinal's entour- 
age referred to the commissioner for 
the Holy Land, a member of the 
Franciscan cummunity located in the 
outskits of London. 
Seen at the Franciscan monastery, 
the 
commissioner, 
Father 
Albert, 
gave such information as had filtered 
through. As to the report of a shoot- 
ing range at Calvary he pointed out 
that this did not refer to the sacred 
spot accepted for centuries as Cal- 
vary, but to the so-called Gordon 
Calvary first located by General Gor- 
don a few years ago. 
After Gordon's 
services in China, where he became 
famous as "Chinese" 
Gordon, he 
spent some time in the Holy Laud, 
and then in the Soudan where he was 
a victim of the Mahdi at Khartum 
before the Kitchener relief expedi- 
tion arrived.

Bplogne, March 2.—The inverted tri- 
angle symbol of the Yong Men's Chris- 
tian association is one of the 
most 
familar sights in Northern Prance 
The Association is everywhere 
in' 
the war zone. Its workers speed about 
in small cars and its wagons carry 
stores from one town to another 
Its 
huts increase every month; and in 
some places it work is now being ex- 
tended by small depots in remote vil- 
lages placed under the charge of 
a 
non-commissioned British officer and 
opened for a few hours each day 
The regular "huts" of the Associa- 
tion are great roomy one^tory build- 
ings that hold from four to five hun- 
dred men, with kitchens and 
llvintr 
rooms for the workers. The principal 
business carried on tfioreln is a sort 
of simplified army canteen selling at 
cost price those articleii which are in 
universal demand, such as trouser 
buttons, cigarettes, cak«s and tea. 
At one hut a few mliles from Bou- 
logne the daily turnover from this 
class of trade is $2,000 a 'day, mostly 
in amounts of two to 4'our cents. 
There are also books and papers 
tables for writing letters, billiards 
and various kinds of instruction. Men 
often gather in large numbers to hear 
a lecture on the history and architec- 
ture of the town; French classes and 
Bible classes jostle with moving pic- 
ture shows and concerts.

After receiv- 
ing degrees at Racine college, Racine, 
Wis., and the eneral Theological sem- 
inary in New York, he came to Wy- 
oming, whehe he rode the range as a

dried leaves of Pimento acris. Bay 
rum is procured by distillation, and 
this In a very simple manner. The 
leaves are picked from the trees and 
then dried. 
In this state they are 


placed in the retort, which Is then fill- 
ed with water, and the process of dis- 
tillation is carried on. The vapor Is 
then condensed in the usual way and 
forms what is known as "bay oil," a 
very small quantity of which :» re- 
quired for each puncheon of rum.

ENGLAND SHUTS OFF ANY 


T0?*CCO IMPORTATION AND 


SMOKERS EXPRESS PROTEST

absolute prohibition of tobacco im- 
portation into the British Isles.

The order reducing paper and other i 
importations caused widespread in- 
terest, but they were not terrifying. 
Tobacco users were genuinely seared. 
They recovered part of their courage 
wnen tobacconists announced 
there 
was a two years' supply of the weed 
in England. 'Nevertheless, a stiff in- 
crease in price is generally looked 
for, though the English press declare 
it can see no reason for it yet. 
The big uailtes immediately began 
figuring on how to get. down to a 
paper famine basisj 
Arrangements 
were made for a committee to appor- 
tion the supply to the various pub- 
lications. 
. \ 


There was no question froin the 
first, however, that the new order 
meant a reduction in the dailies' size, 
the damming of the'previous'flood of 
eneap books and the utmost economy 
by private individuals and retail mer- 
chants in the use of stationary for 
correspondence, envelopes, wrapping 
paper and other purposes. 


Reduction in the supply of building 
materials seeme unlikely to be seri- 
ously felt, building operations having 
wen for the most part suspended 
since the beginning of the war. Re- 
Istricttciis on the entry of timber, 
however, do promise to make the 
cost of firewood practically 
prohib- 
itive in the near future. 


The embargo on fruits has been 
the cause of considerable criticism, 
on the ground that such commodities- 
are not luxuries but legitimate food. 
| Comment has been especially bitter 
| in circles interested in the Bouth Af- 
: rlcan fruit trade, .which -has been in 
' process of being built .up slowly for 
some time and is threatened now 
with ruin..
